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In condensed format for the first time, the statistics in 
this booklet disclose the principal imports of the United Kingdom from 
all countries and, in addition, outline the principal Canadian exports to 
the United Kingdom, In publishing these import and export figures, the 
Trade and Industry Branch hope that Canadian and Ontario manufac- 
turers will more carefully examine the United Kingdom market for 
increased export opportunities. 


One of the world’s great trading nations, the United Kingdom has 
traditionally been an exporter of fully manufactured goods and an 
importer of raw materials or partially manufactured goods. This is 
amply illustrated by the fact that nearly 90% of Canadian imports 
from the United Kingdom are in the form of fully manufactured goods, 
while more than 75% of Canada’s exports to that area are in the form 
of raw materials or partially manufactured products. 


During the past four years the United Kingdom has imported an 
annual average of more than $10.6 billion worth of goods. During this 
same period, Canada has been, next to the United States, the United 
Kingdom’s most important source of imports, with Canada exporting 
an annual average of $780 million to that market. 


Today, in many respects, Canadian export opportunities to the 
United Kingdom are better than they have been for many years. The 
preferential tariff for members of the Commonwealth continues to give 
Canada a favoured position. However, in recent times, and of particular 
importance, has been the convertibility of the pound sterling, and the 
progressive liberalization of import restrictions. A number of Canadian 
manufacturers investigating the United Kingdom market at first hand 
in recent months have landed rewarding contracts. In many instances 
it was the first time that the companies concerned had engaged in 
United Kingdom export. 


Some Canadian manufacturers have found it helpful to exhibit 
their products at United Kingdom trade fairs, and have successfully 
introduced their products to a large group of buyers in a relatively 
short period. An appendix at the back of this booklet gives a list of 
forthcoming trade fairs in the United Kingdom at which some Canadian 
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manufacturers may wish to exhibit. The retail buying seasons in 
London are also given in the appendix, as a guide for a sales trip. 


Statistics in this booklet are published under four separate tables 
and cover the period 1956-1959. The first table, commencing on page 4, 
gives United Kingdom imports from all countries by principal class and 
division. The second table, on page 6, contains a finer breakdown with a 
selected list of commodities which annually tend to be in excess of $1 
million in total value. The data in the foregoing were abstracted from 
Accounts Relating to Trade and Navigation of the United Kingdom, 
printed by Her Majesty’s Stationery Office, London. Pound sterling 
figures were converted to Canadian dollars by applying the average ex- 
change rate in each particular year to the sterling figures. 


The third table, on page 11, gives Canadian exports to the United 
Kingdom, 1956-1959, by main groups. The fourth table, on page 12, 
gives a selected list of leading Canadian exports by commodity that have 
been in excess of $100,000 annually during the four-year period. Figures 
in these tables were taken from publications printed by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics. 


In publishing these trade statistics the Trade and Industry Branch 
does not pretend to imply that all of the items listed represent export 
opportunities for Ontario manufacturers. However, these lists of lead- 
ing imports and exports do tend to ‘‘separate the wheat from the chaff”’, 
and do contain many items which not only represent possible export 
opportunities but which warrant further study by Ontario manufac- 
turers. Because more than three-quarters of Canadian exports to the 
United Kingdom are in the form of raw materials and semi-manufac- 
tured goods, it is hoped that by bringing these statistics to light, Ontario 
manufacturers will be encouraged to increase their exports of finished 
products to the United Kingdom market. 


Several government agencies stand ready to assist the Ontario 
manufacturer to expand his export trade. The Trade and Industry 
Branch of the Ontario Government maintains a Trade and Industry 
Department at Ontario House in London, England, and the Dominion 
Government, through the Department of Trade and Commerce, maintain 
Trade Commissioners in London, Liverpool, Glasgow and Belfast.
